> I have quite a few pieces of equipment with nuvisters in them. Have never 
had to replace one. They were designed to compete (in some sense) with 
early semiconductors, and reliability was paramount. From my experience 
with them, the designers largely succeeded. But it was a classic example 
of

>A few days ago I posted a note about my recently-acquired non-working Davco 


>DR-30. I've spent many hours replacing burned parts, removing "mods" and 
>kluged wiring. I've finally traced one problem to a burned 455 kHz IF 
>transformer. I've disassembled the transformer and it is not repairable, 
>so I'm going to need a replacment. Here's is description: 

> 

>It's a miniature PC mount IF xfmr, which measures 0.285 inches square by 
>0.47 inches tall (excluding the pins). It has a white slotted core and says 
>"JAPAN" on the metal can. Internally, it has a small bobbin with the 
>windings, and the "core" is actually a cup that slides around the bobbin. A 
>tiny green unmarked capacitor recesses into a slot in the plastic base and 
>connects across the primary winding. 

> 

>Electrically, the xfmr consists of a primary winding which is resonated by 
>the internal capacitor. A tap on the winding is brought out to one of the 
>pins, and the far side of the primary to a second pin. The secondary 
>winding goes to two more pins, making a total of four pins in all. The two 
>pins on the secondary are more widely spaced than the two primary pins. 

> 

>I'm guessing these things were probably made by the millions and appeared 
>in ordinary transistor radios of the sixties. They look like they cost 
>about ten cents. I'll probably never find one, but I'm hoping somebody on 
>the list can point me in the right direction. I can email a digital photo 
>of the xfmr on request. 

> 

>I'm getting exhausted by this project and am beginnning to despair that I 
>may never get this radio working.

I wish to thank the 15 or so (!) respondents who had given of their 
time with thoughtful ideas about my call for help regarding my Ranger AM 
signal which had begun to generate the additional annoying bonus of a 
concurrent FSK-like "RTTY" signal (only on 80M, not 40 or above). That 
Ranger had been (mostly) recapped, and the problematic resistor in the 
hot VFO enclosure had already been taken care of. So had some old, 
sloppy mechanical and solder issues. 

Turned out to be C15, a fixed frequency cap in the tuned tank 
circuit inside the VFO. It was an original 1000pf postage-stamp mica. 
We're replacing it with a modern-day silver mica. It had become a nice 
resistor, with 16K measured across it. We will also replace it's 
neighbor, C14, for the higher band(s). 

Signal now is clean as well as the "Zero" heard on nearby receiver, 
used to spot the net frequency. 

I learned alot. Special thanks go to W6JZR, W7MS, W5MAZ, W8KGI, 
W9FM, and WQ8U, who targeted the problem component, and to the local 
3.870 "Early-Bird" net gang here in No. California. Thanks again to all 
those who responded with good help.

This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message.

According to the RCA manual, the TBS radio had 8 contract/production 
runs. 

Two were awarded to GE and RCA got six of them. In particular, the 
eighth 

and last contract (TBS-8) was awarded to RCA under number NXsxr-51552, 
dated March 11, 1944. 


The NAVSHIPS number for the transmitter is CRV-52093A yet the seven 
predecessors 

(including GE) bear model number CRV-52093. It is the same story for the 
receiver. For TBS-8, 

the receiver is shown as model CRV-46068B yet the predecessors are 
CRV-46068A. 


Does anyone know what was changed in the receiver and transmitter of the 
last production run ? 


P.S. A TBS-8 has been donated to HAIDA Naval Historic Ship and is 
currently in transit. 
As a result, I'm trying to understand the history of this vintage radio.
